Facing the Coal Problem 


T AY opinion on sueh a technical subject as coal 
•^ 
mining is not of groat importance, and there 


has not ye! been lime for miners or operators to 
digest Senator Kenyon's proposal for a federal 
coal mining code, anil arbitral tribunal. No onc 
ran "iicss'liow il will be received,'except lhal il 
is probably safe to say lhat each side will he op- 
posed to those points of the proposal Ibal inter- 
fere wilh privileges il now enjoys^ and will sup- 
port such as restrain the privileges exercised by 
the other side. Hnl some machinery which can 
iron oul Ihe friction and waslc in Ihc coal mines 
is tremendously needed. 


Miners by the thousands are oul of work 


right now, yet. eoal is at an extremely high price 
level sueh as would in most industries be inex- 
plicable except upon tbe ground of an extensive 
scarcity. Miners in ivmsl of Ihe mining districts 


Rf-t nominally high pay, but bavc work hardly 
half llie lime. 
In a recent report, for instance, 


from the territory covered by District No. 2 of 
'he United Mine "Workers it was found lhat the 
ruiners averaged only from onc lo three days' 
work a week for the year. 


Miners seek their remedy for these condi- 


tions, which have brought want and suffering lo 
'houscmds of families, in a strike for higher 
wages. The strike, if long continued, will crip-
